Many Amendments to the Genera 


Peiialoii Bill Voted 


Down. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.— Thia 
wa 


District of Columbia day in the bouse 
and the general pension bill waa aide 
tracked uuder an arrangement to giv 
the District the first two hours. Sev 
era! District bille were passed. 


Mr. Henderson, Republican of Iowa 


• chairman ot the committee of judiciary 
gave notice that lie would call up the 
bankruptcy bill tomorrow as soon aa 
the pension bill was disposed of. 


Mr. Henderson, from the committee 


on rulee, then, at 1.30 p.m., brought in 
a special order for the consideration of 
the Pickler Pension bill for one and a 
half hours this afternoon under the flve- 
nunute rule, the previous queatiou then 
to be considered as ordered on the bill 
and pending amendments, with provis- 
ion for a luial vote tomorrow immedi- 
ately lifter tho reading of the journal. 


Mr. Crisp, Democrat of Georgia, char- 


acterized the rule as a remarkable one. 
He said it pretended to do one thing, 
but did another, , as only such amend- 
ments aa • were adopted in committee 
could be voted on. The practical conse- 
quence of tho adoption of this rule 
would be to force the house to vote on 
the bill without amendment. 


Mr. Diugley, Republican of Maine 


replied thiil tho rulewaa almoata litera 
copy of the rule adopted by tho last 
house when the Wilson tariff bill was 
pending. 
"Ihat n-.!e permitted the house to vote 


on the pending amendments when the 
time for debate expired," eaid Mr. 
Crisp. "The gentleman is not candid." 


Mr. Henderson said ho made no dia- 


guiBQ of the fact that tho purpose of the 
rule was to bring tho bill to a vote. 


Mr. Oriap reiterated hie statement 


that the purpose of the rule was to de- 
stroy the right of amendments. "The 
committee 
on pensions," said 
he, 
"spent day a and weeks perfecting a 
bill, and then the gentlemen who con- 
trol legislation and who manage the 
affairs of this house made thia bill out 
in the spealcer'a room. This certainlv 
ia not the bill* reported by the pension 
committee. Then these gentlemen had 
this rule brought in to protect them- 
selves against, this 150 Republican ma- 
jority. If you adopt this rule you muat 
take thia bill as it ctanda or nothing," 
he concluded sarcastically, addressing 
the Republican elde; "if you like the 
situation you are welcome to it." 


Mr. HendeoBon ridiculed the virtuous 


indignation of Mr. Criap. 


"We now hear," said he, "the solemn 


voice of the star chamber rules commit- 
tee of the past, whose rules were clad in 
Bteel, appealing for more time. I have 
no concealment to make," heconcluded, 
"The gentleman Bays he appeals for op- 
portunity to amend this bill, presuma- 
bly In tne interest of the old aoldiera. 
la tho same interest I aek for action." 


Mr. Cannon, Republican of Illinois, 


said that as one of the 100 majority he 
favored the rule. He had voted for the 
act of 1890, he ankl, which had placed 
400,000 new names on the ponaion roll. 
When the present administration a«- 
Bumed control of the pension cilice, at 
one stroke of the pen 20,000 names had 
been stricken from the rnlln and over 
300,000 penaionere had their poueiona 
placed in jeopardy. 


Mr. Hepburn, Republican of Iowa, 


opposed the adoption of the rule. 


The rule was adopted, 119 to 88. 
Thirty-four Republicans voted against 


the adoption of the order. When the 
vote was announced on motion of Mr. 
Gannon, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, the senate resolutions to the 
sundry civil bill were non-concurred la 
and the bill sent to conference. Messrs. 
Cannon, Hciiner, W. A. Stone and 
Sayere were appointed conferees. 


Under the rule adopted the pension 


bill was taken up for amendment uuder 
the five minute rule. 


Mr. Connelly, Republican of Illinois, 


•offered au amendment to the section of 
the bill which provided that no person 
entitled to a pension should bo disqual- 
ified from receiving a pension by reason 
of any prior service in the confederate 
army, so as to limit the provision to per- 
eons who had performed "involuntary 
service" in the southern army. 


Mr. Pickler opposed the amendment 


on the ground that it would be impossi- 
ble to prove that service in the confed- 
erate army had been "involuntary." 


Mr. Pearson, Republican of North 


Carolina, appealed to his colleague, Mr. 
Talbert, not to oppose the soldiers from 
their section, but to let the opposition, 
tf it muat come, come from the "copper- 
heads" of the north. 


Mr. Allies, Democrat of Maryland, de- 


nounced the men who deserted from the 
•confederate army to join the union 
ranks at the close of tho war ae mere 
mercenaries, who fought for gold and 
honored no flag. 


Mr. Lay ton. Democrat of Ohio, offered 
an amendment, to substitute for the first 
section of the hill a service pension bill. 


Mr. Pickler raised a point, against it 


and Mr. Pavne, who was in the chair, 
eustained the ooint of order. 


Mr. Hepburn, Republican of Iowa, 


offered an amendment providing that 
the pension oltice should construe tho 
pension laws liberally ia the interest of 
the claimant anil that no claimant 
should be required to produce proof that 
-would exclude all reasonable douot, but 
that claims should be decided in favor 
of the preponderance of the proof. 


Mr. Hepburn's amendment was agreed 


to without division. 


Mr. Wheeler, Democrat of Alabama, 


offered an amendment which was ruled 
out, creating "a battle pension roll." 


Several other amendments were voted 


down, when at 4 o'clock the time under 
the special order expired and the bill 
was reported to the house. 


Mr. Pickler asked unanimous consent 
that the vote on the passage be taken 
this afternoon, saying that members 
who were absent could place themselves 
-on record. 


"Why don't they stay away from the 


horse races?" asked Mr. Talbert, Demo- 
crat of South Carolina. (Laughter.) 


Mr. Pickler, however, withdrew his 


request. 
Some minor bills wore then passed by 


unanimous consent and at 4.40 p.m. the 
houee adjourned.

A resolution was passed directing 
10 directors of the fruit exchange to ea- 
ablish a free market providing the 
larbor commissionera would furnish a 
ree wharf and levy such additional state 
oils on goods landed ther«on as may be 
ecessary to meet the expenses of the 


market. A report of tho Southern Pa- 


ific Company assured the directors that 
ie railroad would deliver fruit at the 
ree market from interior points without 
extra cost to the producer.

Eeport. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.— The minority 


report on the Pacific railroad hill wa 
submitted to the houee today by Repre 
sentative Hubbard of Missouri. It deals 
exhaustively with the financial condi 
tions of the companies concerned In the 
proposed funding plan. It argues tha 
,he majority bill should not be adoptee 
'or three reasons : 


First — The committee have not learnet 


enough of the affairs of the debtor com 
>aniea to be able to tell the house wha 
is best to do. 


Second — The companies made offers 


lefore the committee and are undoubt- 
edly ready to concede terms very much 
letter for the government than those 
embodied in the bill. 


Third — Tho propositions in the bill 


are neither good nor safe for the gov- 
ernment. 


Under the lirst head it is contendet 


hat most of the parties who appearet 
Before the committee were intercote'i h 
,lie railroads; that every disinterestei 
voice advocated foreclosure proceedings, 
not with the view,that tho ijoveriimeni 
should operate tho ronde, but to proteci 
ho government as a preliminary eteo. 
t was not considered whether the 
government has lien on all the assets 
under the Thurmau act, either in view 
of the acceptance of that act by the 
companies or as a matter of law. Tho 
extcnt'of the Hun of the government 
otherwise is in much doubt. 


The road compares the statement of 


.he Central Pacific earnings made by its 
attorney, Mr. Tweed, with tho state- 
ment in Poor's Manual, from 1890 to 
894. In the first of UIOBO years Mr. 
'weed's statement was $8!)8,OUO; Poor's 
0,0(11,980 ; in the last year Tweed's 
L44.UQO; Poor's $4,854,113. 
Tho report declares that there is no 
ssurance that the bill would be carried 
ut because both companies are insol- 
ent and their undertakings idle; that 
10 far as the Union Pacific is concerned, 
lis an option to the company's BUCCOS- 
ors, unlimited in time and binding ou 
he government. 
In regard to the Central Pacific it 
ays: 
"It was advanced before the commit- 


ee as an open secret that tho Central is 
aved from default only by the purchase 
f its subsidy bonds by it's friends who 
irry them without interest to prevent 
heir presentation to the government 
or payment, pending the settlement, 
Afl to which of the two companies 


lowed the most strength— the negotia- 
lon offering the same terms to each was 
arried to a point where the Central 
woke down 'and the Union still stood 
p."
